. Losses Compared 

“We should not regret the Battle 

of Crete,. The fighting there attalned 
t severity and flerceness which the 
Germans had not previously en- 
countered «in their walk through 
Europe. -In kitted, wounded, missing 
ond prisoners we loat. about 15,000 
men, : 
“This takes no account of the losses 
of Greeks and Cretans who fought 
with the utmost bravery and suffered 
so heavily. . : 

“On the other hand, from most 
cnreful and precise’ enquirles we be- 
lieve that about 6,000 Germans were 
drowned in tryIng to cross fhe sea 
and lost 12,000 ‘Killed or wounded 
on the {sland itself. . 

“In addition, the airborne ° force 
which the Germans employed sus- 
tained extraordinary losses, about 
180 fuhters and bombers being des- 
troyed and about 250 troop-carrying 
planes. This, when our alr strength 
tr overtaleing the enemy's, Is Import- 
ont, . 

“Tam sure that it will be‘ found 
that this sombre and ferocious battle 
Which was lost upon no great margin 
was well worth Aghting and will play 
an extremely fmportant part in the 
whole defence of the Nile Valley 
througheut the present year, : 

Lessons Learned ee 

“It ts asked: ‘Will the lessons in 
Crete be learned and will they affect 
the defence of this fsland?’  Omicers 
who partlcipated fn the thickest: of 
the fighting, including a New Zealand 
Brigadier, are already approaching 
this: country, 

“Very full ppreciationd have been 
minde by the Staff In the Middle East 
and care being made in a.’ more 
lengthy form. This material will be 
examined by the Staff here and wilh
